The requiring of all electric work¬ 
ers to be licensed and the wiring of 
all houses built outside of incorpor¬ 
ated towns to he inspected, was urged 
at Monday’s meeting of the board of 
supervisors. O. C. Cohn brought the 
matter to the attention of the county 
officials, and Mark E. Ryan and E. W. 
Florence, both of Redwood City, ad¬ 
dressed the board in favor of the 
proposition. It. was represented that 
many houses were improperly wired 
and often loss by lire resulted. The 
supervisors asked Mr. Cohn to pre¬ 
pare and present such an ordinance. 

Three sets of plans for the new 
1 county hospital were ordered sealed 
by the county clerk until the commit¬ 
tee of judges which is to pass on the 
plans for the hospital is prepared to 
act. 1( was not announced what archi¬ 
tects of the county submitted the 
three sets of plans. 

A petition signed by twenty-six 
resident property owners of the 
Homestead district of San Mateo, ask- 
i ing permission to hold an election ffir 
the creation of a lighting district, was 
presented. The hoard sanctioned the 
election, which will be held Thursday, 
May 20th. Tho petitioners were rep¬ 
resented by Attorney J. J. Bullock. 

A communication was received from 
Marion A. Lippman and a number of 
other property owners of San Carlos, 
opposing (lie request of the Mercan¬ 
tile Trust Company for the opening 
of Arroyo avenue at San Carlos. The 
company claims the avenue is a public 
road and should he opened, while the 
opponents contend the avenue has 
been closed many years and is no 


At last, after many months of agi¬ 
tation by the local Chamber of Com-

merce, by the Woman’s Club, by the 
city trustees, and by the citizens of 
the town, South San Francisco is to 
have better street car service. The 
increase in the numbeT of cars con¬ 
necting the town with the station 
near Baden on the San Mateo line, 
promised some time ago by the United 
Railroads, began to look like an ac¬ 
complished fact Thursday when a 
gang of men arrived in town and 
started cutting away the street pav¬ 
ing on Grand avenue near the gram¬ 
mar school to lay the necessary sid¬ 
ing. Officials of the railroad stated 
recently that to give South San Fran¬ 
cisco the desired ten-minute car 
service in place of the twenty-minute 
service at present maintained, it 
would hi* necessary to put in at least 
one and perhaps two sidings on the 
line that passes through town be¬ 
tween the Baden station and the 
Western Meat packing house. Now 
that work lias actually begun on the 
sidings the better service is assured. 

A second siding is to be put in near 
the crossing of the Southern Pacific 
tracks. The foreman in charge of 
tho work stated Thursday that the 
sidings would he finished in about 
two weeks and that the improved cur 
service would he started immediately 
afterward.

2177. That in a nutshell is the result 
in San Mateo county of the presiden¬ 
tial primary election held Tuesday. 
These figures include every precinct 
in the county. San Pedro and Granada 
were the last two to come In. In San 
Pedro and Granada, the last two pre¬ 
cincts to come in, the result was 
divided, in the former Johnson won, 
27 to 2; in Granada, Hoover won, 11 
to 8. The returns show that Johnson 
won every precinct in the county with 
tho exception of two in Burlingame, 
two in San Mateo, Hillsborough, La 
Honda, and Granada. 

Through the north end of the county 
the sentiment in favor of Johnson was 
especially strong, as a glance at the 
tabulated results will reveal. South 
San Francisco polled a vote of 6 to 1 
in Johnson’s favor. Daly City showed 
the strongest Johnson sentiment of 
any city in the county, his majority 
here being nearly 24 to 1, followed 
elosely by Colma, where the senator’s 
lead was over 10 to 1. In Sail Bruno 
Johnson’s lead was over 4 to 1. In

MARRIEI) MEN MAY 

RE-ENLIST IN ARMY 

Married men now serving as en¬ 
listed men in the United States army 
may re-enlist. 

Information to that effect lias been 
received by the Army Recruiting News j 
Service, 660 Market street, from the 
War Department. 

Tiiis information lias been published 
to refute the impression generally felt 
that married men are not allowed to j 
re-enlist. Word is sent out from time 
to time by the secretary of war to j 
married men in the army, telling) 
them that they may re-enlist if they ; 
can support their families on their! 
incomes, exclusive of the family al- j 
lowances which terminate at the end¬ 
ing of the emergency. 

The family allowances referred to 
are the allotments made by the gov¬ 
ernment to the wives and children of 
enlisted men in the army. Under this ! 
provision, the man generally allots $15 ' 
to his wife, to which the government' 
adds $15 for the wife, $10 for the first! 
child, $7.50 for the second child, and ! 
$5 for each remaining child. This is ! 
the allowance which is to terminate 
with the ending of the emergency. 

The secretary of war announces that 
married men will bo allowed to re- 
enlist if they can support their fami¬ 
lies without the above allowances.
